AWAMI LEAGUE LEADER COMMENTS ON PARLIAMENT WALKOUT 
BK191421 Dacca SANGBAD in Bengali 16 Feb 82 pp 1, 9 


[Text] The members of the Awami League parliamentary party yesterday boy- 
cotted the president's address to the Parliament. 


After the speaker's opening remarks at the winter session of Parliament 
and adoption of a resolv*ion of condolence on the deaths of some members 
of Parliament, opposition leader Asaduzzaman Khan got up and told the 
house that they were going to boycott the president's address in protest 
against rigging during the last presidential election, famine conditions, 
the deteriorating law and order situation in the country, the execution 
of Freedom Fighters and other matters. Following his statement, 35 Awami 
League MP's, inciuding Asaduzzaman Khan, left the chamber. Three other 
Awami League MP's were not present at the opening session of Parliament. 


Giving the reasons for their walkout to newsmen waiting outside the house, 
Asaduzzaman Khan said that Justice Sattar had himself elected president by 
means of unprecedented rigging. We have boycotted the president's address 
in protest against rigging in the election and other recent happenings. 


Describing the matters which led to the boycotting of the president's 
address, Asaduzzaman said that the Council of Ministers was formed with 
antiliberation forces and that by plotting the Freedom Fighters were kept 
out. At the time of the election Sattar emptied government-owned food 
warehouses and used food to aid the ruling party's election campaign. This 
is one reason for the present food shortage in the country. Law and order 
has also deteriorated. Under the protective umbrella of the government, 
antisocial elements are carrying out murders, robbery, kidnaping and other 
criminal activities. 


Asaduzzaman Khan said that the government has failed to restore the new 
democratic rights which the people in the country have enjoyed. Despite 
his assurances before the election, President Sattar has not released the 
political prisoners. No steps have been taken to establish a fullfledged 
constitutional democracy with the help of a free and sovereign Parliament. 
Oneman rule has been imposed on the nation. Thus, his party has been 
forced to boycott the president's address, Asaduzzaman “han added.

BAGHDAD RADIO REPORTS NEWSPAPER INTERVIEW WITH GANDHI 
JN241730 Baghdad Voice of the Masses in Arabic 1600 GMT 24 Feb 82 


[Text] New Delhi--Indian Prime Minister Indira Gandhi has expressed her 
country's satisfaction with the preparations underway in Baghdad for con- 
vening the seventh nonaligned summit conference in Baghdad next September. 


In an interview with the Iraqi paper ‘IRAQ AL-YAWM, Mrs Gandhi added that 
the prevailing opinion in India is that the conference should be held in 
Baghdad in accordance with what has been planned. 


On the Iraqi-Iranian war, Mrs Gandhi expressed the hope that it will end 
quickly and that a peaceful settlement will be achieved for all aspects of 
the dispute. 


Mrs Gandhi described the Zionist raid against the Iraqi nuclear installa- 
tions as a blatant violation of all international norms and ethics as is 
the case for the Zionist enemy's annexatior. of the Arab Golan Heights. 
Mrs Gandhi said that India stands with the Arab nation in general and 
with the PLO. She stressed that her country's relations with the Arab 
countries are good relations and thet India's relations with Iraq are 
cordial and warn. 


Mrs Gandhi expressed appreciation for the oil supplies that Iraq is pro- 
viding to India. She said that she is happy to cooperate with Iraq in 

its efforts to build a modern Iraq. She also praised Iraq's proposal to 
establish an international fund for providing assistance to developing 
countries in which oil-producing and industrial countries will participate. 
Mrs Gandhi said that India welcomes this constructive and positive proposal.

ECONOMISTS DISCUSSS UNEMPLOYMENT 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 15 Dec 81 pp 1, 12 


[Excerpts] Progress had been made on various fronts, but it is realized 
that behind the advances, there is much that must be expanded, put in order 
or perfected. There needs to be an organization of job opportunities and ex- 
pansion of job opportunities in a national strategic framework. Through such 
an expansion, then, efforts in development equality and its effects will be 
able to be achieved. 


Growth in the labor force will just amount to 8.9 million in the Fourth Five- 
Year Development Plan, while the rate of economic growth during the same 
period will be between 6-7 percent. Such an economic growth rate will clearly 
have an effect on the capability of absorbing increases in the labor force. 


Such was the result of the plenary session of the ISEI [Indonesian Economists 
Association] 10-12 December in Yogyakarta. The results of Monday's session 
were conveyed to President Soeharto at Bina Graha [Executive Building] by 

the executive board, which was led by Dr Arifin M. Siregar, general chairman. 


Siregar said the ISEI plenary session was attended by about 150 economists, 
including séaior economists like Widjojo Nitisastro, Mohammed Sadli, Ali 
Wardhana, J. B. Sumarlin and Rachmat Saleh. "We attended with the under- 
standing that in expressing our opinions as economists and not in any offi- 
cial capacity, there would be free and informal discussions,” said Siregar. 


Another conclusion from the plenary session was that it is estimated the 
population growth rate will be lower--still above 2 percent per year--than 
during the decade of the 70's. This rather high growth rate will cause the 
labor force to grow about 2.7 percent per year. 


Under such conditions, it is estimated the total work force will reach 71.7 
million by the end of the fourth five-year plan. On the other hand, there 
will only be a capability of absorbing 6.9 million people in the labor force. 


This means that the level of open unemployment is thought to be far higher 
than during the 70's. The economists admit that during the first and second 
five-year plans job opportunities increased, but the growth in the labor 
force was larger, so that current open unemployment is estimated to be 4 per- 
cent of the total labor force, which totals about 60 million. 











During the 1971-77 period, the labor force throughout Indonesia crew by 3.1 
percent per year while available jobs only expanded at a 2.7 percent rate, 
leaving a 0.4 percent job shortage. These conditions were found specifically 
ic the cities where the gap between the labor force and job opportunities 
showed a 1.7 percent shortage. 


Of the total labor force, it is estimated that 36 percent were partially 
employed, meaning they worked less than 35 hours per week, so that it is 
quite possible Indonesia is still in an “employment-scarce economy.” 
Specifically in the development of job opportunities in agriculture, which 
in 1979 still constituted 63.6 percent of the total labor force, the capa- 
bility of absorbing labor needs to be carefully considered. 


Another problem is the growth in the female work force, estimated to be 
about 3.27 percent in 1971-77. Im 1976 the female labor force reached 17.1 
million. Moreover, there is the problem of dual employment, which rdse from 
33.2 percent in 1976, to 37.7 percent in 1977. 


According to Arifin Siregar, the development of job opportunities needs to 
receive far greater attention that it has previously. Since the number of 
available jobs is such a large, important problem, providing job opportuni- 
ties should be made the cornerstone of national development strategy, and 
following that, national development strategy should be based upon equal and 
productive employment. 


A further result of the ISEI plenary session stated that during the period 
between 1966 and 1980 the rate of economic growth rose, averaging 7.34 per- 
cent per year. Per capita Gross Domestic Product (PDB) in 1980 amounted to 
$480, meaning more than six times the PDB in 1965. 


Siregar admitted the figure represented an average, so that real income was 
still below that amount for some. He said it is still difficult to determine 
the actual income of the Indonesian population because of a lack of statisti- 
cal data. 


According to other economists, income distribution is uneven among the 
Indonesian people. The reason for saying this is that 40 percent of the 
people have low incomes, only receiving 11.15 percent of the national income. 
Income distribution is considered highly uneven if 40 percent of the popula- 
tion having low incomes only receive a portion of the uational income that is 
less than 12 percent. 


Furthermore, 40 percent of the Indonesian population having moderate incomes 
receive 32.12 percent of the national income. The other 20 percent of the 
population having high incomes receive 56.73 percent of the national income. 


These percentages are based on 1976 Central Bureau of Statistics’ figures, 
which, they say, more or less still are close to the aforementioned figures 
for 1980. National income in 1980 was estimated to be 147.4 million multi- 
plied by $480, or $70.899.4 billion, according to sources who know. 














The aforementioned rise in national income was reflected in an increase in 
production in various areas, like the agricultural sector, industry, sining 
and services. It was pointed out that rice production rose from 10.5 million 
tons in 1965 to 20.2 million tons in 1980. During the same period, oil pro- 
duction rose from 151.3 million barrels to 577.2 million barrels. 


The same thing can be seen in the formation of gross domestic capital, which, 
rising only 9.6 percent in 1960-65, became 25.3 percent in 1979-80. The 
balance of payments also showed extraordinary development. When in 1965 

total exports were valued at $357 million, that sum rose to $21.365 billion 
in 1980. Indonesia's foreign exchange reserves, which in 1965 wire $73 
million, at the end of 1980 were recorded as $6.480 billion. Such were the 
results, among others, of the ISEI plenary sessi«n.

REPORT ON STATE-OWNED KRAKATAU STEEL COMPANY 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 16 Dec 81 pp 1, 12 


[Text] Ir Tunggul Ariwibowo, chief director of PT Krakatau Steel, admits 
his company cannot reach a 500,000 ton production capacity for 1981. 
"Estimates are that a production of only 250,000 tons will be realized in 
1981," said Ariwibowo. 


In response to a question after being received by President Soeharto at Bina 
Graha [Executive Building] Tuesday, Ariwibowo said there are several reasons 
why the production capacity cannot be met. For instance, steel pellets are 
still imported, Krakatau Steel alone has the job of importing pellets, and 
there are probably problems in marketing and types of production. 


With an output of only 250,000 tons, Ariwibowo admits PT Krakatau Steel has 
not been able to reach the “break even point." But the chief director simply 
remained silent when asked, "If that is the case, is Krakatau Steel still 
operating at a loss?" 


Yet, no matter how large the company's loss till now, Ariwibowo wasn't ready 
to say what it was. "The capital structure itself isn't clear. How, then, is 
it possible to measure profit or loss?" he asked. 


Then someone pointed out to the chief director that where in 1980 there was a 
planned deficit of 158.6 bilbion rupiahs for the company, in the first 
6 months the deficit reached 88.3 billion, and the individual wanted to know 
what the deficit was in the last half of the year. Ir Ariwibowo simply 
answered by saying with a laugh, "Why ask? It seems you already know!" 


According to information obtained by KOMPAS, from 1377 to 1980 PT Krakatau 
Steel continued to operate at a loss. Moreover, this loss was always larger 
than the “planned deficit" of about 300 billion rupiabs. 


One of the reasons the steel company is suffering a loss is because of a 
longer training period than expected. According to a feasibility study, 
Krakatau Steel needed a 3-year training period. In fact, the training 
period was longer. The training period is not only for production and tech- 
nology, but also for company organization and, most important of all, for 
the commercial aspect and marketing. 














Furthermore, because investments are involved, Krakatau Steel is to be con- 
sidered one of the installations of the infrastructure, like public harbors, 
steam-powered electric centers, all kinds of highways and railways, and drink- 
ing water resources. All of these are a financial burden. 


Ariwibowo said he reported to President Soeharto on progress in the expansion 
of the steel plate factory, which at the end of this year will have been 60 
percent completed. It is hoped the expansion will be finished in early 1983, 
with a 1 million ton production capacity, he said. 


Krakatau Steel obtained financing for the expansion project from a West German 
long-term loan. He wasn't prepared to stipulate the amount of the loan or 

the amount of capital subsidy from the government, which, he said, was to 
revitalize the capital structure. 


In response to a question, the chief director of the state-owned company said 
that at the proper time in the future the structure of capital holdings will 
be publicized. "The main thing is the government is working on all of this 
together with Krakatau Steel," he said. 


According to information from another source, Krakatau Steel's total invest- 
ment up to the Phase 2 expansion totaled $3.791 billion. But it is not clear 
how large a share of capital is coming from the government and how much is from 
loans. 


These investments have multiplied, all of which constitute loans. Thus, 
interest expenses are very high, so that any profits are eaten up by interest 
payments.

SOEHOED CALLS FOR INVESTMENT IN INDUSTRY 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 12 Dec 81 pp 1, 1? 


[Excerpts] Although the world has been hit by a recession whose end is not 
in sight and oil receipts are not going to rise quickly, large numbers of 
investments must continue to be made, according to Abdoel Raoef Soehoed, 
minister of industry. 


If about half of the foreign exchange reserves (i.e., about $3.5 billion) is 
utilized, this could become the basis for at least $10 billion in investments. 
This sum would be enough to build an industrial structure and incermediate 
industries as well as several needed energy resources, Soehoed said at 
Kartika Chandra Hotel Friday afternoon. 


During his speech on industrial development in the third five-year plan, the 
minister of industry said, "In my opinion industrial development must keep 
right on going and if necessary must be further expanded." 


At the seminar on “Industrialization in the Framework of National Development" 
conducted by the Center for International and Strategic Studies (CSIS), Ir 
Soehoed said that around mid-1980 the Department of Industry proposed 30 

"key" projects which needed to be developed if industry was to become the 
backbone of the Indonesian economy. One-and-a-half years later 10 of the 30 
key projects have begun to be cartied out, such as the olefin, aromatics, 
paper and cement projects. 


According to the minister of industry, growth in the industrial sector must 
be maintained by utilizing industry's own capital or, if necessary, by 
means of new policies for private capital investment. 


Implementation of these key projects, said Soehoed, is an absolute necessity 
and, if need be, must be continued by making use of existing foreign ex- 
change reserves. This is the requirement for passing through these rather 
difficult times so that we can embark upon the fourth five-year plan under 
stronger, more stable conditions and capabilities. 


Furthermore, domestic markets must be developed as broadly as possible, if 

necessary through special programs. Expansion of domestic markets for industry 
includes increased development of agriculture, infrastructure projects, hous- 
ing and resettlement programs. Thus, industry will have broad domestic markets. 











In response to fears of contending with the recession, Minister Soehoed be- 
lieves it is wrong to react simply with a "how to cope" attitude. When you 
look back upon the international economic situation, he said, it's evident that 
recession has followed recession and one crisis has come after another. 
"It's apparent economic recession will continue to be an every-day aspect of 
life. Recession has become a fact of our lives," he said. 


But the minister of industry also said that in the midst of existing condi- 
tions, there is a positive note that should be pointed out as well. For the 
past 3 to 5 years there has been an increase in Indonesian natural gas pro- 
duction. Also, exploration is continuing and markets for natural gas are 
available. 


Of course there are fears that oil receipts will decrease, and there are 
strong indications we are headed in that direction. Nevertheless, Soehoed 
believes there is a possibility a decrease in oil receipts can be counter- 
balanced by an increase in receipts from natural gas, although not as large 
as the current rise in oil receipts. 


If large numbers of investments are not made in industry now, in 1985-86 
(the end of the third or the beginning of the fourth five-year plans) 
Indonesia will be confronted by a situation in which oil receipts drop, 
natural gas receipts rise, but the industrial structure continues to be weak, 
as it is now. 


Conversely, if there are a large number of iinvestments, oil receipts will 
drop, natural gas receipts will rise, and industry will be in a stronger posi- 
tion to produce and even export its products. "As long as we have foreign 
exchange reserves that we can use," he said,

NAVAL TRAINING SHIP CHRISTENED

[Excerpts] Soepardjo Roestam, governor of Central Java, officiated at the 
christening of Indonesian Navy training ship KRI "Ki Hajar Dewantara," a type 
of destroyer escort, on Wednesday at the Cilacap Naval Station pier. Led by 
the national education figure, the ceremony was marked by the blessing of the 
ship by Mrs Ki Hajar Dewantara, who was joined by the governor of Central 
Java, Navy Chief of Staff Adm Waloejo Soegito, Commander of the Fleet Rear 

Adm Rudolf Kasenda, Commander of the 4th Naval Region Rear Adm Gatot Soewardi, 
and the commandant of KRI "Ki Hajar Dewantara," Lt Col (Ret) Kuncoro Sadikun. 


Built in a Split, Yugoslavia drydock, KRI "Ki Hajar Dewantara™ entered the 
ranks of the Indonesian Navy armada on 31 October 1981. The ship is 96.70 m 
long and 11.20 m wide, and it displaces 1,850 tons. Using a gas turbine, its 
maximum speed is 27 knots, while under a diesel engine its cruising speed is 
20 knots. This ship is capable of steaming at high speeds for long periods of 
time. "She can sail from Sabang to Jayapura without refueling. Her cruiding 
range is about 4,000 nautical miles," said the chairman of the Christening 
Committee. 


The ship's weapons system consists of four "Exocet" missiles, a 57mm cannm, 
two 20mm cannons, two torpedo launchers, and two twin rocket flare launchers. 
There is a helipad on the fantail. The crew numbers 78 persons, consisting of 
ll officers, 26 noncommissioned officers and 40 enlisted men. There are 
accommodations for 100 cadets and 14 instructors. 


According to Rear Adm R. Kasenda, commander of the fleet, the training ship 
"Dewi Ruci" will continue to be used in instill the fundamentals of seaman- 
ship and will be the basis for the mental training and discipline 6f sailors. 
On the other hand, KRI “Ki Hajar Dewantara” is to be used as a means for con- 
continuing education. It is hoped, therefore, that after completing their 
training, the cadets will become professional seamen.

RUBBER WORKERS FACE FOOD CRISIS IN JAMBI

[Excerpts] More than 55,000 workers in Jambi Province [Sumatra] are now 
experiencing a food crisis as a result of the decline in prices of export 
commodities. The 55,152 persons are scattered in dozens of villages in three 
counties, namely Batang Hari, Sarolangun/Bangko and Bungo/Tebo. 


Gov Masjchun Sofwan, SH, gave these figures to KOMPAS in Jambi last Tuesday. 
A report from the interior regions is now being compiled, but it will be 
submitted late because of the far-flung locations of the affected villages. 


If the population of the three counties totals 563,148, 80 percent of which 
are rubber workers, then altogether about 400,000 people are being affected 
by the crisis. 


However, not everyone is suffering, because some are growers who own their own 
trees and still have enough money to Buy r: e and other basic necessities. 
Although the rubber is valueless, at least these people can sell their live- 
stock. Those having the hardest time are farm laborers, rubber tappers who 
earn 60 percent of what they tap. If they are able to tap 10 kg of rubber, 
then their share is 6 kg and the plantation owner's is 4 kg. 


Because the villages are so spread out and at great distances, concrete 

data has not been collected yet on the total interior population affected by 
the food shortage. The price of rubber began its continuous drop in June, 
1981, and the shortage has been going on since last September. 


At present, in the isolated rural production centers, some of which can be 
reached on foot, or by canoe for villages located at the river's edge, the 
price of rubber with a 35 percent dryness content is between 60 and 80 
rupiahs/kg. By contrast, rice is more than 300 rupiahs/kg. 


In order to surmount the food crisis, the government/Logistics Affairs Board 
has donated 1,500 tons of rice through KUD [Rural Unit Cooperatives]. The 
rice is distributed at KUD kiosks through the barter system whereby 1.5 kg 
of rubber is exchanged for 1 kg of rice. There's absolutely no money in- 
volved in the sale. 
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The head of DOLOG [regional logistics office] in Jambi, Anwar A.S., said that 
the donation was appreciated quite a lot by the rubber workers. That amount 
will suffice for now, and an additional amount will be provided if it is 
needed. It is now being determined whether only 55,000 people need to be 
helped or perhaps mre. 


With the 1,500 ton donation, DOLOG suffers a 90 rupiahs/kg loss or 135 million 
rupiahs altogether. Just call it government disaster relief for rubber 
workers, Anwar said. Those who received the bartered rice assistance are 
members of KUD. But apart from them, there are still others who are suffering. 


Masjchun Sofwan has instructed county and township chiefs in Jambi to implement 
coordinating efforts in their respective areas with the Food Crops Agricultural 
Services and the Plantations Service. They are to actively provide information 
and guidance to the community for rubber workers for the purpose of developing 
and increasing horticultural and second-drop production. The diversified system 
of planting at intervals should be used. Part of the rubber plantation which 
is no longer productive (40-50 year old trees) should be separated out. Per- 
haps one-half hectare should go to each family. Or, food crops should be 
intensified on lands which have been lying fallow. 


The Jambi rubber plantation covers about 320,000 ha. The whole rubber plan- 


tation belongs to the people, who have worked it in traditional ways. Produc- 
tion is low and the quality for the most part is not very good. 
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EDITORIAL NOTES NEED TO MAINTAIN SECURITY

[Editorial: "Defending Security and Order in the Capital Is Effectively the 
Duty of the Entire Capital Population"] 


[Text] Maintaining security and order in the capital city is a duty of the 
greatest importance and necessity for the entire population. This duty is a 
vital struggle because if we do not fight, the enemy will fight us. In short, 
within the past 2 years, the revolutionary authorities and the population 
have defeated all the enemy's counteroffensives strategically planned to re- 
install on Kampuchean soil the genocidal regime of Democratic Kampuchea. In 
clearing up the enemies, our armed forces have attacked their bases, scatter- 
ing them to the Thai-Kampuchean border. At the same time, we have achieved 
great victories in the field of maintaining security and order since we have 
destroyed the reactionary organizations and arrested their leaders along with 
many spies.

PREAH VIHEAR PROVINCE POPULATION, ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT NOTED 
Phnom Penh KAMPUCHEA in Cambodian 21 May 81 p 3 
[Feature article: "Land Development in Preah Vihear Province™] 


[Text] Located at a distance of 312 kilometers north of Phnom Penh, the 
capital city, and with an area of 20,000 sq kilometers, the province of Preah 
Vihear is covered by hilly forests. It is bounded, to the north, by the Lao 
and Thai frontiers, to the east, by Stung Treng Province boundary, to the 
south, by Kompong Thom Province and to the west by Siemreap Province and 
Thailand. The province has a 250—km border each with Laos and Thailand. 


With its 67,000 inhabitants divided in 13,767 families of various ethnic 
groups such as Khmer, Por, Kuoi, Chinese, Cham, Lao, etc, Preah Vihear has 
a density of population of 3.35 per sq kilometer. Preah Vihear land shows an 
abundance of precious timber namely Pahudia cochinchinensis, Nauclea orien- 
talis, rosewood, Diptero carpusalatus, Buchanani fastigiato, pteuk, Barring- 
tonia acutangula, Hopea, Vateria cochinchinensis, Hopea odorata, precious 
hardwood, pteak, etc. The land has a variety of wild fauna such as wild 
oxen, roe deer, red deer, wild buffalo, wild boars, antelopes, elephants, 
tigers, deer, hedgehogs etc. The only waterway, the Saen Trek, flows across 
the province. 


Preah Vihear Province is presently divided into seven districts which are 
Tbeng Meanchey, the provincial capital, Roveang, Koulaen Sangkum Thmey, Chhep, 
Cheysaen and Choamkhsan. It has 48 subdistricts and 213 villages. 


Following Sihanouk and Lon Nol societies, the Pol Pot-leng Sary regime com- 
pletely destroyed the cultural framework and the society in Preah Vihear 
Province. Since liberation, the active assistance of the Vietnamese province 
of Thua Hai has enabled the revolutionary authorities to extensively help both 
spiritually and materially in the rehabilitation of the province and the 
development of its land. 





The heroic people of Preah Vihear Frovince have struggled very hard against 
all difficulties and obstacles to rehabilitate all sectors of life. The 
authorities at all levels have achieved much. As a result of considerable 
efforts in agricultural field, the Preah Vihear inhabitants have already cul- 
tivated 12,986 hectares: 12,450 hectares for rice and 536 hectares for other 
crops. On the average, a Preah Vihear farmer produces 2 tons per hectare. 
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Besides farmland belonging to the production solidarity units of the people, 
farm families have developed production for the family economy. They have 
already received satisfactory profits. Farmers have been attentive to animal 
husbandry which has risen four to five times since 1979: more than 4,000 oxen, 
and 5,194 buffaloes. Draught-animals have increased to 1,656. There are more 
than 4,000 pigs and poultry includes 33,989 chickens, ducks and geese. 


While restoring the national economy and stabilizing life of the people, the 
province revolutionary authorities carried out the task of expanding the edu- 
cation field by building 48 schools in every subdistrict, making 468 classrooms. 
Some 16,000 to 19,000 pupils attend the lst, 2d, 3d, and 4th grades. There 
are 616 teachers including 478 primary teachers and new teacher aides of whom 
274 have been hired as regular staff. Our teachers have helped the illiterate 
elderly, including some minority groups, to become literate and communicate. 
This was not done in the old societies. Public health has been established 
from the province to all subdistricts with 72 medical personnel and a mobile 
protective inoculation team to prevent and combat contagious diseases like 
malaria, diarrhea, and dysentery in the base areas of remote villages and sub- 
districts. 


Standing on the front line, the people of Preah Vihear are delighted at the 
steady progrese in revolutionary development and are satisfied by victories 
the province .as achieved in all fields, especially in rice production during 
the last rainy season. 


The farmers of Preah Vihear Province perfectly understand their rights and 
duties of collective mastery in all fields such as the successful elections 
of subdistrict and district revolutionary people's committees and the ultimate 
triumph, the historic general election for the National Assembly.

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EDITORIAL DISCUSSES AGRICULTURAL PRODUCE PURCHASES 
Phnom Penh KAMPUCHEA in Cambodian 15 Oct 81 pp 1, 2 
[Editorial: “Increase Trade Activities To Improve Agricultural Productivity”) 


[Text] After more than 2 years of wise and correct leadership by the Kampuchean 
People's Revolutionary Party and despite the many difficulties left by previous 
regimes, our population has intensively struggled to achieve great victories 

in many fields related to defense and national construction. All levels of 
state power, from the central echelons to the bases with the close cooperation 
of the Kampuchean People's Revolutionary Army, in compliance with the Fourth 
Party Congress resolution, have promoted a favorable climate for mobilizing 

our population on the production front. 


Our main and immediate task for national economic recovery is to rehabilitate 
agriculture by producing foodstuffs since progress in agriculture will make 
the economy as a whole prosper. All economic sectors such as industry, 
artisan work, trade, finance, banking, transportation, roads and other branches 
must specifically plan their own programs oi activities in order to cope with 
the agricultural growth. This year our rural farmers are beginning to gather 
their forces to be given over to the movement to boost production in the com- 
ing year. In the field of trade in particular, it is necessary to organize 
the material aspect adequately and effectively to decently serve our popula- 
tion's needs. We recorded appreciable results in the purchase of rice, corn, 
green beans, kapok, and sesame although some troubles occurred at a small nup- 
ber of localities. 


Similarly, the trade sector has sold to our farmers at the same time agricul- 
tural implements, fabrics, salt, kerosene and a certain number of consumer 
goods. The harmonious atmosphere of these exchange relations between the 
state and the inhabitants reflected the correct path dictated by the Fourth 
Party Congress. 


Based on past years’ experience, the state trade network must be extended 

from the capital to the base areas, organizing a better transportation network 
in order to meet the needs of the living conditions and the people's farm pro- 
ducts. It is necessary to avoid the previous condition of inactivity. We 
must pay attention to the organizational system and controlling things to 

serve effectively the buying and selling between the goverrment and the popula- 
tion. Excessive bureaucracy, inertia and parsimoniousness must be abolished, 
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understanding clearly thac trade must serve at the same time economic and 
political ends. 


To successfully reach that goal, it is necessary to put into effect the follow- 
ing: 


--The state trade sector must open more sales and exchange shops down to the 
subdistricts to allow timely flow of merchandise. The Ministry of Trade must 
maintain close relations with the Ministries of Transportation, and Industry, 
State Factories and Handicraft Shops, and organize purchases of various mer- 
chandise and equipment. Prepare for purchasing in quantity, especially goods 
and tools for production like rattan baskets, shovels, knives, sickles, 
fertilizers, fuel, etc, for regular use and an additional quantity to be sent 
to each base area. 


--The sale and purchase prices between the goverment and the population must 
be set on the basis of the objective of promoting production and to raise our 
inhabitants’ standard of living. The trade sector must correctly set 

prices for each product to avoid bad effects on production. At the same time, 
it must facilitate mutual exchanges and products according to the needs of the 
base areas at fair prices. 


--Have sufficient funds to purchase agricultural products such as rice, corn, 
beans, sesame, tobacco, cotton and fruita, etc, as an incentive for production 
and avoid delays which make people wait, creating problems in trade exchanges. 
In the current situation where the trade sector has few capabilities, it 
should put aside some funds to loan to representatives or solidarity units to 
buy goods from the state for selling to the population. 


--Have storehouses, transportation means, bags, scales,etc, ready for collect- 
ing, moving and especially storing agricultural products. Technical processes 
must be adopted to avoid spoilage. Above all, the state must do a good job 

of protecting and controlling things to avoid loss and waste. Do a good job 
of setting up a meticulous accounting system and bookkeeping with ledgers 

for control. In this situation, city and provincial trade offices mst be 
responsible for running trade shops and all exchange and sales outlets in 
order to inspect things regularly. 


--Special efforts are to be made in selling raw materials like iron, and fuel 
to artisans in the base areas to help them in the timely production of 

enough tools. To intensify the dry season rice-growing, the trade sector must 
supply motor-fuel, waterpumps, and rice seeds to areas lacking them and get 
enough fertilizers to increase the harvest. 


--The trade sector must pay attention to checking on produce prices on the 
free market by taking clear measures to ensure the living of workers, state 
employees and producers and preventing illicit activities of dishonest mer- 
chants and irrational price increases in the market. 


--In all purchases and exchanges with the population, always observe courteous 
behavior, avoid cheating, enhance patriotism, love fellow countrymen and main- 
tain a sense of thrift and responsibility. 
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Our farmers should heighten their feeling of mastery of their resources and 


not duped by middlemen and increasingly multiplying exchange activities with 
the Goverment. 


After achieving a lively trade exchange between the state and the population, 
agricultural production will certainly progress, our people's standard of 
living will rise and we will certainly succeed in the field of rehabilitation 
and extension of our agriculture for the well-being of our population.

KANHARITH SAYS SRV TO STAY UNTIL THAIS STOP SUPPORT OF INSURGENTS

[fext] As we have already stated, the 36th General Assembly of the United 
Nations has issued, on 22 October, a new resolution on Kampuchean prceblem 
which has been submitted by ASEAN countries and pushed by the U.S. imperial- 
ists and the Beijing Chinese expansionists. In this regard, all honest observ- 
ers are not puzzled by the question at all. Instead, they are very irritated 
by the words “peace” and “humanitarian” echoed by those people while they are 
aware of these following facts. Just recently 2.5 millions of American youth 
had trampled on Indochinese soil, 7.5 millions of American bombs (three times 
more than during World War II) had been dropped on this area's innocent 
inhabitants in addition to more than 75 millions of liters of chemicals which 
destroyed natural resources in Vietnam, Laos and Kampuchea, a great part of 
which are still totally destroyed. A number of ASEAN countries’ troops had 
taken part in the savage killings of our three peoples. For the Beijing 
Chinese expansionists, their hands are still dirty with the blood of more 

than 3 million Kampucheans and the Vietnamese inhabitants at the Chinese 

border and in the South; massacres perpetrated by their lackeys from the 
Democratic Kampuchea clique. . 


For the Kampuchean people, that resolution has no meaning at all concerning 
our country's reconstruction. The dogs can bark but our revolutionary cart

FREEDOM OF POLITICAL ACTIVITY MUST PRECEDE LIFTING OF CENSORSHIP 
Karachi JANG in Urdu 29 Jan 82 p 2 


[Article: “Political Activities and the Press: The Gevernment Should Clearly 
Define Its Intentions") 


[Text] The formation of the Federal Advisory Council and its first session re- 
sulted on the one hand in persuading its opponents to sit down and deliberate 

on the issue of all-out cooperation in the restoration of democracy, but on 

the other hand it was instrumental in the government's decision to lift advance 
censorship of newspapers, giving the impression that the deliberative body was 
supreme and suggesting that it will in fact be responsible for a graduated 
restoration of democracy. As the newspapers were feeling rather stifled for a 
little over 2 years because of an unusually long censorship, and the politicians 
were feeling restless to express themselves on the state of the nation, the 
lifting of advance censorship naturally led to limited political activity and 
talk. Im fact, these political activities were limited to meetings between the 
leaders of the defunct parties; no formal meetings, processions or conventions 
took place. Newspapers published accounts of the meetings of political leaders 
and their statements, keeping in mind the martial law regulations. But the 
government took notice of the matter and put restrictions on the movements of 
the politicians and ordered Sind newspapers not to publish any reports of polit- 
ical activities in their columns. At the time of the lifting of censorship, the 
rules and regulations the newspapers were asked to abide by did not specifically 
require the exclusion of political news from the newspapers. Now, however, 
their publication has been declared against the law. 


Obviously the newspapers will abide by the new law, but it has created confusion 
since it came on the heels of the lifting of censorship. There is a need to 
alleviate this problem. The government, after careful deliberation over the 

issue of political activity, needs to decide what kind of political activities 

in the country it is willing to tolerate and to what extent. When this basic 
issue has been decided, then it will be easy to decide how far the newspapers 

can be allowed to go. There is a natural relationship between journalistic and 
political circles. If political activities are banned, then the newspapers can 
publish nothing al out them even though there may be no censorship. Their job 

is to report events; it is not possible for them tocreate political activities. But 
the government needs to “eep in mind to some extent the changed conditions before 
making this decision. According to one view, with the formation of the Federal Council, 
akind of freedom of politieal activity bad been given to one particular group, and 
fairness demands, in our opinion, that it be granted to all.The conditions of the country may 
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may not be suitable for elections and the fear of harming the country by deciding 
to hold them may be real, but there is a need for minimal political freedom 

after 4 to 5 years of martial law so that politicians may sit down and exchange 
views on political matters. Their patriotism should be regarded as being of 

that level that if they get together and talk, it will be to benefit the country 
and not to harm it. 


In the past, Preside:t Gen Zia-ul-Hazq has himself said that his own viewpoint 
and the viewpoint of the political leacers is the same. The only difference 
is the difference of modus operandi. And the president does not doubt their 
patriotism. Under these circumstances, instead of putting pressure on the 
newspapers not to publish news of political activities in their columns, the 
government should try to organize the activities and interests of those people 
who become the subjects of the news and whose statements provide fuel for the 
newspapers. 


As far as the politicians are concerned, the government is within its rights if 
it decides to make Article 48 of the Martial Law applicable to them. It can 
also take action aginst those who disobey its orders. While doing so, however, 
it should be understood that the stand and views of politicians are less un- 
popular now than they used to be 3 or 4 years ago and a respectable number of 
people no longer regard them as inappropriate. Therefore, if they are com 
pletely shut up, arrested or chased out of certain cities and provinces, rest- 
lessness will increase. Another question needs to be kept in mind as well: 

for how long is the complete ban intended? What needs to be done now is the 
clear formulation of the lines along which the government will allow the polit- 
ical vehicle to move. When this is ascertained, it will be easy to decide how 
much freedom of action is possible and appropriate for the politicians and the 
newspapers.

ISLAMIC POLITICAL SET-UP EXPECTED IN THREE MONTHS 
Lahore THE PAKISTAN TIMES in English 2 Mar 82 p l 


(Text] Islamabad, March 1--The Council of Islamic Ideology has expressed the 
hope that the work of formulating an Islamic political structure in respect of 
general election is expected to be completed during the next two to three 
months. 


In a Press release issued here today, the Council denied reports appearing in 
a section of the Press that the proposed structu e was being presented to the 
President before March 23. 


The Press release said: "There have been appearing, from time to time, a 
number of news items regarding the preparation and completion of the Islamic 
political structure by the Council of Islamic Ideology. Two days back there 
has appeared in a local daily a news item through the so-called ‘informed 
sources’ that the Council will present to the President of Pakistan the Islamic 
political structure before the 23rd March, 1982 and that the Council has re- 
ceived more than 150 replies in response to the questionnaire issued by the 
Council in respect of the said Islamic political structure. This news is mere- 
ly a conjecture and is not correct. Neither the Council has received 150 re- 
plies to its questionnaire nor the Council is in a position to present the Is- 
lamic political structure to the President of Pakistan before March 23, 1982. 


The fact is that the Press release said, the Council bas received a limited 
number of replies from the political parties, other institutions and individ- 
uals in response to the questionnaire issued by it to some 300 persons and 
institutions. 


It is expected that the summary of these replies and point-wise schedule in a 
classified form will be completed in the next few days. 


The entire material shall, then be placed before the Council in its meeting 
scheduled to be held at Islamabad during March 17-18. After considering the 
entire material placed before the Council it will be possible for the Council 
to give its recommendations a final shape and this work can in no vase be com- 
pleted before March 23, as reported in the Press, because the Council has on 
its agenda of the ensuinc Meeting the work of codification of Islamic Law of 
Evidence also. 


However, it is expected that the work of Islamic political structure in rela- 
tion to general elections will Insha Allah be completed in the next two to 
three months.

ZIA SAYS WAY PAVED FOR NEW POLITICAL STRUCTURE 
Karachi MORNING NEWS in English 3 Mar 82 pl 


[Text] PRESIDENT GEN. MOHAMMAD ZIA-UL-HAQ YESTERDAY INDICATED THAT THE WAY 
HAD BEEN PAVED FOR THE INTRODUCTION OF A NEW POLITICAL STRUCTURE BASED ON THE 
ISLAMIC SYSTEM. 


Talking to newsmen at Karachi airport on his arrival from Islamabad on a brief 
visit, President Zia said that the Islamic Ideology Council had submitted to 
hima “very preliminary assessment" of the task assigned to it about the future 
political structure based on Islamic system. He hoped the Ideology Council 
would submit to him a report on this subject in about a month's time. 


When a reporter asked if this had cut short his journey to the ultimate goal 
of general elections, the President said: "There is a possibility of level- 
ing the ground for the introduction of a new political structure, based on 
Islamic system". 


The President replied in the affirmative when asked if his Government 
was in touch with the Indian Government for the resumption of India- 
Pakistan talks on no-war pact. 


He said that Pakistan was closely in touch with the Indian authorities. He 
was confident that there would be a “positive response" from across the bor- 
der, and that Indian Foreign Secretary R. D. Sathe would soon visit Pakistan 
for the talks, he added. 


Law and Order 
When asked for his comments on the law and order situation in the country, the 


President said that the Government's efforts in this regard were directed to- 
wards bringing the situation under the control of the administration. 





He said of late there had been incidents of highway robberies, theft and da- 
coities, though the incidence of murders had decreased. There were also some 
activities of subversion. The Government, he said, was twisting the tail of 
the anti-social and subversive elements. 


He said the Government's serious attempts to curb lawlessness had resulted in 
a number of arrests of anti-social and subversive elements countrywide and

those who were backing them. The sole purpose of the whole operation is to 
exercise administrative control on such elements. 


The President, however, assured that those arrested would be given full re- 
course to justice. Our past record of nearly four and a half years amply 
proved that we had never hurt the self-respect of any citizen, he added. 


The President was aksed if any politician was backing such elements 
to create law and order in the country. Replying in the negative, 
the President said that it was a continuous process of the adminis- 
tration to twist the tail of the antisocial and subversive elements. 
"It is always a switch-on, switch-off process,” he added. 


Sind Governor Lt-Gen. S. M. Abbasi, who was standing by the side of the Presi- 
dent, also said that his administration had no report of any politician's in- 
volvement in stirring up lawlessness. 


The Governor further added that in the past, such elements were taking the ad- 
vantage of bail and other facilities to re-engage themselves in more acts of 
lawlessness. Now, he said, such persons were being tried under the Martial Law 
Regulations. 


The President was received at the airport by Sind Governor Lt-Gen. S.M. Abbasi, 
Sind Chief Secretary Masud Zaman and high-ranking civil and military officials.

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FORMER ATTORNEY GENERAL ON STATUS OF AHMADIS 
Karachi DAWN in English 5 Mar 82 p 11 


[Text] Lahore, March 4--Sheikh Ghias Mohammad, former, Attorney-General of 
Pakistan, said on Tuesday, Ahmadis would continue to be non-Muslims even when 
the 1973 Constitution was no longer in abeyance by virtue of the saving clause 
of Ordinance No. 27 of 1981. 


He said in a Press statement currently "a question is being debated in some 
circles as to whether on account of the promulgation of Ordinance No. 27 of 
1981 whereby certain laws including the Constitution (Second Amendment) Act, 
1974 were repealed, the Ahmadis will cease to be declared as non-Muslims after 
the 1973 Constitution is no more in abeyance? 


He said: In order to find an answer to the above question it seems necessary 
briefly to notice the legislative background of the subject. 


He pointed out that in order to declare Ahmadis as non-Muslims the Constitu- 
tion's Second Amendment was enforced, by adding Clause (3) in Article 260 
which provided that the Ahmadis shall not be Muslims. As above indicated the 
amending Act has been repealed/ along with certain other laws by Ordinance No. 
27 promulgated to 8 7 1971. 


The repeal of Act No. 49 of 1974 has given rise to an impression in some quar- 
ters that with its repeal Clause (3) also stands repealed, and that consequent- 
ly when the Constitution is no more in abeyance, the provision of Clause (3) 
will not be available and it will not be possible to declare Ahmadis as non- 
Muslims, he added. 


He pointed out that this impression was not correct. The repealing Crdinance 
No. 27 1981 itself provides in Section 7 as a saying clause that the repeal of 
Laws mentioned therein (including Act 49 1974) shall not affect the continu- 
ance in force of any amendment or insertion (wifich may have been made by re- 
pealed laws there mentioned, in any other lews including the Constitution 1973. 


It follows that by virtue of the saving clause the Clause (3) in Article 260 
of the 1973 Constitution continues to be in force as part of the 1973 Consti- 
tution, notwithstanding the repeal of the said act consequently the Ahmadis 
shall continue to be non-Muslims even when the 1973 Constitution is no longer 
in abeyance.

BALUCHI LEADER MAKES UNREASONABLE DEMANDS FOR PROVINCIAL AUTONOMY

[Editorial: "Discussion of the Rights of Nationalities”] 


[Text] Because of the removal of censorship restrictions, statements by -even 
those people who were silent for a long time have begun to appear. Thus, Nawab 
Mohammad Akbar Bugti, a prominent Baluchi leader and former Governor of 
Baluchistan, commented in his unique style during an interview on the state 

of the nation. While expressing his view on provincial autonomy, along with 
other matters, he called it the most important issue. He added that all four 
provinces should have equal rights. 


If Nawab Bugti had said only this much on the basis of principles, we would not 
have disagreed, but he said that Baluchistan never accepted the 1973 consti- 
tution. He made it clear that the parameters of provincial autonomy that have 
been spelled out in this constitution are not acceptable to him. When this 
constitution was adopted, he was governor of his province, and he took it as a 
starting point and had not expressed his satisfaction with it even then. 
Therefore, three out of five Baluchi representatives in the National Assembly 
did not sign it. 


Within legitimate bounds, no sane person has ever opposed provincial autonomy, 
because without it, a feeling that they are equal partners from the eronomic 
and political standpoint in national matters cannot be developed in the pro- 
vinces. This is a crucial feeling for national unity. But sometimes the sup- 
porters of provincial autonomy take the matter so far that it begins to appear 
against the national interest. Shaykh Mujibur Rahman [founder of Bangladesh] 
began his demands with provincial autonomy but the matter reached a six-point 
formula in which the involvement of the central government was in name only. 
Sardar Bugti, in his recent statement, pressed a demand under which the central 
government would keep three or four departments, the rest to be turned over to 
the provinces. This line of thinking cannot be regarded as realistic and 
balanced and creates the danger of hurting the concept of national unity and 
solidarity. It is true that the 1973 constitution has not been enforced in word 
and spirit and the former government, for political reasons of its own, violated 
the agreed terms of provincial autonomy. But that does not prove that this 
formula, which had received the approval of an overwhelming majorityof the 
national assembly and in 1973 was unanimously regarded as the constitution of 
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the nation, was wrong. The constitution is a respectable document but not a 
sacred one and it can be amended as the need arises. If any article of 1973 
needs to be changed, then afuture elected national assembly can change it after 
proper deliberation. But the demand that the whole scheme of provincial auton- 
omy be changed and that it be done in such a hurry under martial law by the 
military government is not sound reasoning. Nawab Akbar Bugti is undoubtedly 
a man of strong views and he has full right to express them. But it would 

be better in these difficult times not to ignore larger national inerests.

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COMMENTARY CRITICAL OF GOVERNMENT STAND OF LOCAL BODIES

THE PUNJAB Government's 
explanation for its imposition of 
new political restrictions on 
members of local bodies has a 
logic of its own. It is pointed 
out in justification of the step 
that the local bodies were elec- 
ted on a non-political basis. All 
members were enjoined, under 
the relevant Ordinance, to abs- 
tain from political activities and 
were barred from canvassing or 
soliciting political support, direc- 
- | or indirectly, on the strength 
of their affiliation to. any politi- 
cal party. This is factually 
correct. It will be remembered 
that a large number of persons 
elected to the local councils 
were disqualified on this very 
ground by the Commissioners, 
and in many cases such disquali- 
fication was sought by rival 
would-be leaders eager to be 
elected chairmen. The Press note 
on the subject goes on to explain 
that councillors were anyhow 
inhibited from making any state- 
ments that could amount to pro- 
pagation of any political opinion, 
or on matters that were not re- 
levant to or beyond the scope of 
the Local Bodies Ordinance, or 
sought (or had the effect of) 
undermining the country’s soli- 
darity, promoting ill-will bet- 
ween different sections of the 
citizens, or tended, directly or in- 
directly, “to bring into contempt 
the Government established by 
law.” In line with these existing 
limitations, it has now been dec- 
reed that no councillor shail issue 
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a Press statement opposing any 
Federal or Provincial Govern- 
ment policy, or which asveteey 
affects the interests of a council. 
Nor will the councillors adopt a 
resolution calling for the trans- 
fer of any official, or form any 
sort of association in pursuance 
of any aims that they may have 
in mind. These bans, found irk- 
some by many councillors and 
viewed with concern by political 
leaders as defeating the very pur- 
se of installing elected local 
ies, are considered by Gover- 
nment to be essential for persua- 
ding the councillors to devote all 
their time and attention to the 
service of their constitutents. It 
is said, however, that these res- 
trictions do not bar healthy and 
constructive criticism or the 
making of positive stions 
for the improvement of the local 
bodies and their administration. 
On the other hand, elections 
to local bodies, which were re- 
vived after many decades, were 
publicised widely as a big, first 
step towards democracy. In 
official rhetoric, the measure was 
often described as the setting 
up of political nurseries and pro- 
viding a training ground for the 
country’s future political leader- 
ship. The elected local bodies 
were treated as a fertile source 
for the emergence of a new 
leadership—persons with a repre- 
sentative status who were regar- 
ded as suitable material for the 
higher tier of consultative bodies 
that were nominated later, name- 
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ly. the Provincial Councils and 
the Federal (Advisory) Council. 
The general public dissatisfaction 
with the functioning of local 
bodies over the first two years 
was largely overlooked, and it 
was repeatedly said that the 
councillors would be given grea- 
ter powers so that they could 
play a more effective role in the 
country’s affairs. It is obvious 
that this role cannot be filled by 
the elected councillors if they are 
not permitted some measure of 
political freedom and are not 
allowed to organize themselves 
into like-minded groups even on 
a non-political basis. ey may 
or may not in this way become 
useful functionaries at the village 
or municipal level, but the man- 
tle of political leadership clearly 
cannot be allotted to them in 
these circumstances. The dual

[Text] Orangi Township, the largest Kutchi Abadi of Asia, having a population 
of 8 lakh people, has at last succeeded in attracting the attention of the 
Government of Sind. It is neartening that the provincial Governor assured 

the inhabitants of the area that the Government is determined to accomplish 
what he called the gigantic task of development." Addressing a gathering in 
Orangi Township on the occasio1 of lease-awarding ceremony to the residents of 
area, on Monday, the Governor pointed out that the Government was fully aware 
of the problems of this Kutchi Abadi adding that it would leave no stone un- 
turned to solve them. 


The parched semi-desert land in the north of Karachi, which remained neglected 
for a long time, has now after over a decade of untold sufferings by the set- 
tlers, got a comprehensive plan for its development. The Orangi Development 
Board, headed by the Mayor of Karachi Metropolitan Corporation, has now been 
formed. It is said that the survey of, the township is progressing well and 
an area of 6,900 acres has been covered so far, while 2,000 acres of land are 
being updated by KMC. The Governor has disclosed that Orangi Development 
Board would be responsible for a co-ordinated planning of Orangi Township with 
the assistance of various social agencies already working in the area. 


It is a matter of great satisfaction that the much awaited steps for the de- 
velopment of the area have now been taken to mitigate the sufferings and mis- 
eries of the inhabitants. Let us hope that the Orangi Development Board, 
which has been made responsible for the development, would accelerate the pace 
of work and the accumulated problems would be solved as early as possible. 
What the area needs urgently is the provision of basic amenities like piped 
water, electricity, gas, sewerage, schools etc. The area virtually does not 
have educational and health services. The result is quite obvious. People, 
and particularly children, fall victim to unhygienic conditions resulting in 
the outbreak of epidemics. In order to save the inhabitants of the sprawling 
township from unhygienic conditions, the immediate steps that need to be taken 
are to clear the slums and educate the people in hygienic living. Organisa- 
tions meant for social work will do a lot in achieving this end. 
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The Orangi Pilot Project, it many be mentioned is doing a commendable job in 
this regard. Its Director, Mr Akhtar Hameed Khan, who is the most seasoned 
and experienced person in this field, has put his heart and soul to serve the 
people. As is evident from the remarkable service that he has been doing, one 
confidently hopes that he and a band of selfless young volunteers will achieve 
a wonderful result in transforming the whole township into one of the most de- 
veloped area of the city. He along with his associates, has already achieved 
encouraging results in the way of developing internal sewerage and sanitation, 
digging wells and promoting education and health service. He has, in fact, set 
up an enviable example of self-help which could be followed by other organisa- 
tions working in the field of social welfare. If efforts are jointly carried 
out by Orangi Pilot Project and the Orangi Development Board, there is no rea- 
son that success cannot be achieved. 


The Provincial Government has done well to award lease documents to the inhab- 
itants of surrounding areas of the township which would help remove the sus- 
picions and doubts that the Government is not in a mood to take any step for 
their settlement.

Talking to newsmen here, the former Judge of the 
Supreme Court told a questioner that to the best of his knowledge no pressure 
was sought to be brought upon any of this brother Judges on the Supreme Court 
Rench which heard Mr Bhutto's appeal. Asked about Mr Justice Safdar Shah's 
allegation, Mr Justice Dorab Patel said, he could not say anything because he 
was unaware of this matter and it was for Mr Safdar Shah to say anything about 
it. Mr Justice Dorab Patel, Mr Justice Haleem, the present Chief Justice, and 
Mr Justice Safdar Shah had accepted Mr Bhutto's appeal against his conviction 
by the High Court while the ma ority of four Judges presided over by the then 
Chief Justice, Mr Justice Anwarul Haque, rejected the appeal and confirmed the 
High Court verdict.

Prime Minister Cesar E. A. Virata 
strongly hinted this Monday night 
even as he stressed on the need to 
“limit further the exploitation of 
natural resources.” 

He said, this can be carried out by 
defining the areas “where human 
activity should be allowed or not.” 

Virata told members of ~ the 
Chamber of Real Estate and Builders 
Association, Inc. (CREBA) that there 
iS NOW a Strong need to plan the use 
and exploitation of land, fisheries, 
mineral and forestry resources 
because of the increasing pressures of 


population growth. 


HE explained that a growing 
population will create the need for 
an accelerated exploitation of these 
resources tO meet a corresponding 
rise in demand 

A case in point, Virata added, is 
the wood sector which accclerated 
logging activities to meet the demand 
for housing. In turn, this led to the 
destruction of the country’s forests, 
which now cause destructive floods 
in several commercial areas. ° 

He also cited the abuse in the use 
and exploitation of some existing 
water resources. In fact. he gid. 
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Laguna d- Bay is now too polluted, 
to tap it for Metro Manila water 
supply will entail “enormous sums.” 

At any rate, he added, the 
government estimated that some P20 
billion is needed to improve water 
services throughout the country from 
1983 to 1987. 


AT THE same time, Virata told 


the government is: 

@ Encouraging banks to offer full 
banking services to other cities. 
Virata explained that this move will 
discourage urban congestion and

Unichem is a newly-formed company 
wholly-owned by the coconut farmers of the country, and Lurgi is a West 
German firm that specializes in the manufacture of industrial processing 
plants. 


Virata, who stressed that this diversification in the use of coconut oil 
will cushion the Philippines from extreme fluctuations and the competitive= 
ness of other vegetable oils in the world market, pointed out that with 

14 oil substitutes directly challenging coconut oil, the production of 
cocochemicals would put the Philippines in a better position to compete with 
other oil suppliers, 


At present, coconut oil trade is only five or six percent of the world's 
total fats and oil consumption, 


The prime minister also said that the country should not remain a mere raw 
material supplier such as what developed countries want it to be based on 
their liberal tax policies on copra exports, 


fhe United States, for example, imposes a duty on doconut oil; Japan has 
a differential duty between copra and coconut oil, and Europe imposes a 
duty on coconut oil, while admitting copra as duty-free,
